trance as a cadet. The college work 
u-as not from choice, but from necw-, 
sity. dinsign Kujawa, having his heart 
in flying soon won bis wings and be- 
came a cpialified instructor. He is 
now located at Pensacola as flight in- 
structor for U. S. Navy flyers. 
Really Trained 

The Itnsign eaid the proudest mo- 
ment of his life was when he won his 
wings. He told in detail what is re- 
tpiired of navy flyers, and stressed the 
complete training: men received before 
they were permitted to cnga^ge in any 
hazardous undertaking. Qualifications 
for entrance have been lowered, he 
said, and the two years of college 
training are not reeiuired. Any high 
school. graduate who can pass the IQ 
lest and is physically (|ualified can be- 
come an aviation cadet. 

Lieut. Parry also brought with him 
dapper 21-year-oId Yeoman J. R. Kill- 
man, -who operated the movie projector 
showing pictures of the battles of 
Xfidway and the Coral sea, also a fihn' 
of naval aviation. Yeoman Killman,

Springfield, III., Sepi. 30 — Governor 
Dwigbt H. Green today issued a new 
airpcal to all citizens of Illinois asking 
them to fulfill their civic duty of reg- 
istering by October 6th, so that they 
can vote in the election November 3, 
The new state- wide permanent regis- 
tration law, which became eftectivc 
this year, requires the registration of 
all voters in the state. 

"It is tlie duty of all citizens itfco 
can qualify as voters to register," 
Governor Green said. "If they do not 
register they cannot vote in the No- 
vember 3rd election. 

"With the added burdens and re- 
sponsibilities placed on public ofTiciala 
.by the war emergency it is more im- 
portant than ever lliat every voter 
should go to tile polls in tbis year's 
election to choose competent state and. 
national ofTicers. 

"The registration applies to every 
county and every community in the 
state. Those not yet registered can- 
do so at the office of the county clerk 
up to Monday evening, October 5th,, 
On Tuesday, Octolier Gth. the regis- 
tration records v,-\\\ be taken to the 
various polling places all over the slate 
and citizens may register in their owa 
precinct on that day. After October 
6th the registration books -will be 
closed untail after the November elec- 
tion. 

Any young person who. will reach 
the age of 21 years previous to Nov. 
3, and thus become a voter, should 
cither go to the county clerk's ofTice 
previous to October 6 or lo their vbt- 
j ing place on October 6 and have their 
registration card made so that they can 
vote Kov. 3. 

40,000 Register in Connty

day had reached a total of 38,n3 ac- 
cording to Jay B. Morse, county clerk. 
There are perhaps about 2,000 more 
registrations in various parts of the 
county that have not yet been filed, 
and this could bring the county total 
to approximately 40.000.

The National Scrap Harvest, which is tlic official 
name of the War Production Board's drive for farm 
scrap, is now in full swing from coast to coast. The 
quota is "all there is on every square foot of every farm 
in the country." 

You may ask— just what is back of all this furor 
about scrap? Why all the rush? Won't it be just as 
useful next year as it is now? 

The answer is that industry is forging the largest 
and most powerful fighting force Uncle Sam has ever 
had. This force is to be the finest and best equipped 
on the face of the globe. . . . and it must be equipped 
NOW.

"Today fire is sabotage." says a release from the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters. "Every fire that 
destroys a sln^jle item of war machinery makes it that 
much easier for the enemies of freedom to kill and maim 
the fighting mtn of our country and of all the United 
Nations. Every fire that keeps a skilled worker away 
from his job is a victory for the enemy in his race 
against time. This war will be won by production and 
not by ashes." 



The war has created many grave new fire dangers. 
Due to lack of new equipment, it is often necessary to 
use old and faulty equipment of various kinds in both 
home and industry. Millions of people are working 
harder and longer than they ever worked in their lives, 
and that makes for fatigue and carelessness. It Is neces- 
sary to put little-trained people to work on factory jobs, 
and many of these people do not understand the fire haz- 
ards which are inherent in their occupations. The tre- 
mendous speed-up of industrial output in all fields is in 
itself a definite but unavoidable fire hazard. 

Under these conditions, it is necessary that every 
conceivable safeguard against fire be used to capacity. 
Every town and city should at once pass an up-to-date 
fire prevention ordinance, and enforce it to the letter. 
Every home-owner should get into the habit of periodi- 
cally inspecting his home for dangers. And in^ every 
factory, workers and managers alike must be trained in 
fire prevention and control. It is especially important 
that approved types of fire extinguishers be placed at 
handy spots in plants— and that all workers be instructed 
in their operation. 

It should be remembered that cleanliness and order- 
liness arc in themselves good defense against fire. The 
littered home or shop is all set for a destructitve blaze. 
There's a job for everyone in this fight against fire — and 
the time to do that job is right nowl

Rubber or Else! 

The nation-wide gasoline rationing program is to 
be imposed as a means of preserving rubber. In the 
opinion cf some experts, it would have been poswble 
to provide an adequate supply of rubber for civilian 
use by now if the government had got down to cases 
when the rubber problem first appeared. That, of 
course, is water over the dam— but the kind of politi- 
cal vacillation that has characterized the handling of 
the rubber situation in the past must not be aliowed 
to continue in the future. 

The wise course to pursue at this time is obvious. 
The government must give maximum cooperation to 
Etcure the swiftest and largest possible production of 
artificial rubber from any practical source. Some 
kinds of rubber are made from oil. Others are made 
from coal. Others still are made from grain alcohol. 
All of the processes have merit — and all of them should 
be developed without further birkering and delay.

FAITH IN CIEKIST AS OUR 
PERSONy^L SAVIOUR 

LESSON TEXT— Acts 10:13-15; Romans 5: 
1-11. 

GOLDEN TEXT— Til ore fore being JuBtlfled 
by faith, wc have peace will) God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Ilomans 5:1.

Salvation through Christ is the 
way, and the only way, into the 
Christian, life; therefore, there could 
be no Other subject more suitable 
than that of our lesson to begin 
our brief series of "Studies in the 
Christ Life." 

Our lesson for today tells us first 
how one comes into a personal sav- 
ing faith, and then gives Paul's 
statement of the result of saving 
faith in the changed life of the be- 
liever. 

I. The Opened Heart (Acts IG: 
13-15). 

Paul and his companions on their 
important errand for the Master, 
bearing the news of the gospel, had 
first known His guidance by hin- 
drance, by tlie closed door; and 
then by the direction of the Spirit 
iplo the open door, revealed in the 
vision of the man of Macedonia. 

Here in Philippi they found not 
only an open door, but an open 
heart, one which Oie Holy Spirit had 
made ready for the preaching of the 
Word of God. "Faith comcth by 
hearing, and hearing "by the word 
of God" (Rom. 10:17). 

Note that while Lydia was a wom- 
an of ability and culture, and a wor- 
shiper of God, yet she needed the 
message of redemption through 
faith in Christ. 

Lydia evidenced the truth of her 
profession of faith by open testimony 
and by a desire for fellowship in 
putting forward the worit of God (v. 
15}. Salvation is by faith apart from 
works, but a saving faith is always 
one wbich works. 

II. The Traiisftirmcd Life (Rom. 
5:1-11), 

This is one of tlie great passages 
of Sculpture, rich in doctrinal instruc- 
tion, presenting through Paul an il; 
luminating discussion of justiflca* 
tion by faith. 

This lesson affords an opportunity 
for teachers to learn and present to 
classes much needed truth along the 
line of Bible doctrine. There is not 
enough teaching of this type. Peo- 
ple seem to prefer a little devotional 
study, or the discussion of current 
events, possibly in the light of 
prophecy. Those arc good, but it 
is of first importance that Chris- 
tians be informed regarding doc- 
trine. 

Wo find in ihia Scripture the glori- 
ous Iranrforination of life which 
comes to the one who takes Christ 
as Saviour, as wo note the seven 
results of God's justifying'grace. 

1. Peace (v. 1). The human heart 
craves spiritual peace and knows 
that it can be found only when sin 
has been dealt with and put away. 
For .sin cannot bo condoned or ig- 
nored. There must be justification, 
and that can come only through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

2. Grace (v. 2). A peace with 
God brings tlic peace of God into 
our hearts. We have that peace be- 
cause wo have by faith come Into 
the place of God's favor. No long- 
er strangers or outsiders, we have 
come in ("have access") to His 
place of grace and favor. 

3. Hope (vv. 2b, 5a). Our faith 
not only brings present peace, but 
causes us to see future glory. Such 
a hope puts us in a right altitude 
toward God, and the things of life, 
including tribulations (v. 3), arc 
rightly valued and understood. Even 
our troubles become evidences of 
His love in which wc may glory, 

4. Love (vv. 5b-8). God's love 
which gave His Son to die for our 
sins becomes the "shed abroad" por- 
tion of every believer in Him. It 
was an unmoasurably groat love, 
and it all centers hi Calvary. 

5. Savad From Wrath (v. 0). The 
wrath of God is minimized or de* 
nicd in much modern theology, hul 
it is nonetheless n very "real and 
nwful oITcctiDn of the divine na- 
ture." BiJt the Christ wlio died for 
sinners will purely deliver the saints 
from the wrath of God against sin. 

6. ricconcilcd (v. 10). The death 
of Christ, which justiHcd man has 
accepted by faith, brought rccon* 
ciliation. Atonement Iiad been 
made, for sin, and the One who died 
is alive again, n living Saviour. 

7. Joy (v. 11). And why not? 
Such a revelation of what our re- 
demption includes should make ev- 
ery believer in Christ rejoice in God. 
The One who is the sinner's judge 
is the believer's joy I That is the 
glorious transformation which takes 
place when one believes. 

Some unbeliever who has read 
these lines thus far must by now 
be eager to have these things true 
in his life. Well, why not? "Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou Shalt be saved" (Acts 1G:31) 
TJjcn rood again those majestic and 
joyful words in Romans 5:1: 
"Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have" — yes, I Iiave "peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ."

Short sheets affect our fabric con- 
servation plans adversely because 
they wear out faster than properly 
fitting sheets, according to the 
American Institute of Laundering.

Pools Requested 

Program Planned Has 
Vital Double Purpose 

The OfTlco of Defense Transporta- 
tion and the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture asked farmers 
throughout the country to co-operate 
in a comprehensive program for con- 
servation and more efficient use of 
farm trucks and automobiles. 

Because of the rubber short- 
age, the limited supply of new 
vehicles and the increasing 
scarcity of repair parts, farm- 
ers are nrjcd to use their 
trucks and cars as little as po.s- 
sible. 

The tv;o government agencies 
recommended that farmers not only 
eliminate unnecessary drlvlni? but 
also form transportation pools both

Program's Double Aim, 
The program has the double aim 
of conserving vital equipment and 
assuring a continuous flow of farm 
commodities to market. 

In a letter to stale and county 
war boards urging tlie conserva- 
tion of farm transportation facilities. 
Secretary of Agriculture Claude R. 
Wickard said: "The department is 
glad to co-operate in tliis program 
to the fullest extent, realizing that 
attainment of agricultural produc- 
tion goals will be meaningless un- 
less there is assurance that essen- 
tial farm products, when ready for 
market, can quickly be brought to 
processing, storage or consumption 
centers." 

Joseph B. Eastman, director of 
the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion, said: "Farmers can assist in 
the nation-wide farm transportation 
program by avoiding trips to mnr- 
kct with less than full loads wher- 
ever possible, and by making every 
possible cirort to purchase their sup- 
plies at times when it will be pos- 
sible to haul them to their farms 
on return trips."

Sugar Cane

Some of the attractive colorful 
rooms in modern homes are made 
with wall board of pressed sugar 
cane. Time was when no one knew 
what to do with sugar cane bagasse 
after the sugar was extracted. Tons 
were either destroyed or burned as 
fuel in the sugar mills. Then in- 
dustrial chemists found a way to 
press the cane refuse into long 
fibers, to felt and weave it into long 
board sheets. 

Chemists have also found that a 
cheap molding compound can be 
made from bagasse. By grinding 
the cane to a powder, combining it 
with chemicals, the substance can 
be molded into fiat panels or floor 
tiles. 

Backers believe that this low 
cost molding compound will enable 
the plastics industry to branch out 
into broader fields such as the man- 
ufacture of furniture, building mate- 
rials and parts for automobiles since 
it can be made for loss than half 
the cost of the cheapest synthetic 
compound known.

county ifarm machinery rationing com- 
mittee \diich has Jjeen established un- 
der direction of the U, S. Department 
of Agricuhurc.

13. J. MoCauglicy, Gurnec, III; 

All farm machinery in the hands of 
dealers was irozcn temporarily as a 
result df an order from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture St-pt. 17. 

Farm machinery in one classifica- 
tion, known as 'Group ,A, which is 
scarce and especially nccdoci to meet 
current agricultural needs, may ibe sold 
only upon approval by the county ra- 
tioning committee. -Machinery in a 
second category, Group B, including 
items somewhat less scarce, rniay be 
sold upon certification hy the farmer 
to the dealer that it is required to meet 
farming needs. A third classification, 
Group C, includes the smaller items 
that may ihe sold without restrictions. 

Group A includes com!i)ines, corn 
pickers, disc harrows, feed grinders, 
fertilizer, manure and lime spreaders, 
grahi drills, grain elevators, hay balers, 
milk coolers; milkinjj machines, pick- 
up 'balers, potato diggers, shredders, 
tractors, including garden tractors, 
beet lifters and beet loaders. 

Group B includes most planting and 
seeding macliincry, -plows, listers, har- 
rows, rollers, cultivators, weeders, 
grain and corn binders, haying machin- 
ery engines, -wagons, cream separators, 
sprayers, water system equipment, 
barn and barnyard equipment, poultry 
farm cquipntcnt, and other miscel- 
laneous madiinery and equipment. 

;In-.Gro.up C, p\\ which there are no 
restrictions, "are hand tools, such as 
hoes, 'raltes, 'forks, scythes, shovels, 
and all hand operated and one and two 
horse drawn ■farm machinery and 
equipment not included in Group A. 
..County rationing committees arc 
authorized to approve an application 
for machinery if machinery is inade- ;

MEAT RATION: 
Aids Armed Forces 

A voluntarv meat ration of 2'p 
pounds per week for every .-\meri- 
can was urged by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Claude R. Wickard when he 
announced that civilian meat con- 
sumption during the Inst three 
months of 1942 would be restric cd 
to approximately 79 per cent of the 
amount delivered by packers for ci- 
vilian use during the last quarter of 
1941. 

After January 1. it was indicated, 
rationing coupons will be issued. 

In his role of chairman of the 
War Production board's food re- 
quirements committee. Mr. Wickard 
disclosed that to assure sumcient 
meat for army, navy and lend-lease 
needs, deliveries of beef and veal 
to civilians would be BO per cent 
of the amount sold during the last 
quarter of 1041; lamb and mutton 
deliveries would be 95 per cent; 
and pork deliverie.-i 75 per cent.

Sergl. Preston Friloux, the New 
Orleans poiieo department's fire- 
arms instructor for the last 12 years, 
should have some idea about it. but 
declares: 

"I just can't make it out. It seems 
they close their eyes, point the muz- 
zle of a gun at their target, pull tlic 
trigger, and bingo!— the object of 
their afTcclions hits the floor. 

"And the bullet nearly always hits 
Q vital spot. But I've taken many 
of "cm to the police pistol range, put 
n revolver in their hands and 
watched 'em go to pieces. They 
were unable to hit the white of the 
target from 10 feet away. They 
seemed too timid and frightened. 

"I haven't heard of any that 
missed the mark when they were 
shooting at th.o real thing." 

Clerk Patrick O'Brien, a 24 year 
veteran who has "handled more 
■women shooting than I can remem- 
ber." said he'd found that "in most 
cases only one bullet does the job." 
but added, "Don't ask me to explain 
—it can't be done." 

He picked up, as an example, the 
record of a shooting in which a man 
was killed by one shot fired by a 
woman who had never even dis- 
charged a cap pistol before. 

George Reycr, superintendent of 
police who has broken many a bank 
robbery, can't crack this case. ^^ 

"I've often wondered about it, 
he admitted, "but it's beyond mo. 
There must be a reason. Our rec- 
ord room is filled with reports of 
women picking up a revolver for the 
first lime in their lives and puttmg 
a bullet into a man. They don't 
ever miss." , , ^ 

John J. Grosch, chief of detec- 
tives, passed it oft with: 

"They're just natural born marks- 
men when they want to ^'shoot him 
because they love him.* "
